Rabies vaccina- 
tions are $8. 

Staff from the town clerk’s office 
will also be available to provide 1993 
dog licenses. Dog license renewals are 
available April 1 each year. The fees 
for the licenses are #4 for males, #4 for 
spayed females and $6 for females. 

If residents wish to renew the licens- 
es at the clinics and their dog’s rabies 
vaccination has not expired, bring a 
current rabies certificate showing the 
date of the rabies vaccination. To get a 
spayed female license for new spayed 
dogs, residents must provide the spay- 
ing certificate as proof for the license, 
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per week 


The 1990 Town Meeting passed an 
amendment to the town bylaw that 
requires a $2 administration fee per 
month for every license renewed after 
May 1 

If residents are unable license their 
dogs at the clinic or the clerk’s office, 
the licensing process may be complet- 
ed by mail. Send a check for the fee 
(including 50 cents for postage and 
handling) made payable to the Town of 
Andover and include current rabies 
and spaying certificates. The town 
clerk’s office will return the license 
and paperwork after processing.

Memorial Hall Library’s new 
computers are easy to use

Are you one of those people who go into 
Memorial Hall Library to find a book, but 
when you see there’s a computer instead of a 
card catalog, you run to the Andover Book 
Store to buy it instead? Are you computer- 
phobic? 

You don’t have to be. 

Yes: Memorial Hall Library did just 
spend $280,000 to upgrade its computer sys- 
tem. And the computer is more powerful 
than before and puts 2 million items in 36 
area libraries at your fingertips, and makes 
92 million records available worldwide. It 
isn’t difficult to use and library employees 
will be more than happy to help you use it to 
find what you need. 

The new system has been in since Jan- 
uary, but employees have only recently fin- 
ished working all the bugs out of it, they 
hope. 

“We've still got some work to do on it and 
some more training to do,” Nancy Jacobson, 
library director, said last week. 

The upgrade included some hardware, 


_phone-line work and a new software system, 


all paid for with state and federal grant mon- 
ey at no cost to the town. The library’s old 
software system was the top of the line when 
it was purchased in 1981 and was good for 
bibliographic searches and cataloging, but it 
had its own computer language and had 
been “patched” so many times with added 
features that it was no longer as efficient as 
newer products on the market. So the old 
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system was purged and a new one from the 
same company was installed. The new one is 
written in UNIX, a more universal language, 
so it will be easier to service and upgrade in 
the future. 

The upgraded system is very similar and 
just as easy to use as the old one, but a num-

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City Year: opportunity and challenge for Andover High seniors

For the majority of Andover 
High School seniors, the applica- 
tion process of the “college 
game” is a stressful and agoniz- 
ing time. Many seniors agonize 
through their first semester, 
uncertain of where they will be 
next year. However, three 
Andover High seniors are going 
through even more. Diane Aik- 
man, Anna Branning and 
Bernadett Vajda are applying to 
be members of City Year, an 
urban peace corps in Boston. 
Through this program, people 
between the ages of 17 and 23 
work within a team of 12 to 15

an application, a mandatory 
interview and the notification 
process depends on the date of 
the interview. This means the 
sooner a student applies, the 
sooner he or she is notified. If 
applicants receive a letter of 
acceptance, those who have 
applied to colleges will ask for a 
deferment of one year to work 
with the program. 

“Kids at Andover High are at 
a certain maturity level that they 
understand the importance of an 
education and are also very 
much in tune to community ser- 
vice.

old station turns into a coffee house for 
the younger crowd to sit and listen to 
music, drink coffee or soda, and play 
chess, checkers or cards. The games 
are provided free of charge by owner 
and manager, Walter Pitts of Andover. 
On Friday and Saturday nights, bands 
provide live entertainment for a small 
cover charge, usually $3, and there is 
often a line of teen-agers waiting to get 
in. 

“We're running at maximum occu- 
pancy all the time,” Mr. Pitts said. 
“The only problem we have is the place 
just isn’t big enough.” 

But several residents in town have 
voiced concerns about the coffee house. 

At least one parent called the 
Townsman last week to complain that 
the R&R allows cigarette smoking and 
card-playing by teen-agers, that ninth- 
and tenth-graders and kids from other 
towns hang out there, that at least 
three arrests had been made there and 
that if marijuana wasn’t being smoked 
inside, it was being smoked outside the 
building. The parent also complained 
that the coffee house created danger- 
ous traffic problems in the area. 

Police and town officials have also 
heard complaints from several parents, 
according to Buzz Stapczynski, town 
manager, and Lt. Phillip Froburg. 

Tim Thomas, Andover High School 
principal, has also heard concerns 
from parents regarding smoking and 
other activities at R&R. 

“T've heard some concerns from par- 
ents that students. are there when they 
would rather have them at the 
library,” Mr. Thomas said. 

“Tt has stirred considerable concern 
within the community,” Lt. Froburg 
said last week. But he said the prob- 
lems described by the parent who 
called the Townsman may be exagger- 
ated. 

The only arrest made at the coffee 
house as far as the lieutenant is aware 
was that of an Andover youth who was 
picked up as a runaway. Yes, kids 
smoke cigarettes there, and that con- 
cerns him as a parent whose own 14- 
year-old son has been to the R&R, the 
lieutenant said. But while it is illegal 
for youths under 18 to buy cigarettes, it 
is not illegal to have or smoke them. 

“J don’t think there’s any problems 
attributed to him directly,” the lieu- 
tenant said of Mr. Pitts’ business, “I 
think he’s straight-forward. He’s been 
very cooperative with us. I think it’s a 
good outlet for the kids of the commu- 
nity.” 

Amy Pierro, 17, of Chestnut Street, 
said kids aren’t doing anything at 
R&R that they weren’t doing before or 


wouldn’t be doing some place else if 


R&R didn’t exist. 

“The only reason (people) are com- 
plaining now is now they can actually 
see it happening. I think it’s a safer 
place for kids to go,” she said. 

“There have been some problems in 
the general area down there,” the lieu- 
tenant said, but a fight at Christy’s 
market or in Dundee Park should not 
be attributed to Mr. Pitts’ -business. 
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Any time you get a large group of kids 
together there are bound to be some 
problems, the lieutenant said. 

“T don’t care where you had it and 
who was running it, you are going to 
have some kind of problems,” he said. 

If there were dances at the high 
school every Friday and Saturday 
night, there would be problems with 
fights and other activities there, he 
said. 

“T guess if the Townsman were giv- 
ing away candy there’d be some prob- 
lems up there too,” he said. 

There were certain kids hanging 
around in The Park last summer who 
caused some problems and it makes 
sense that they have migrated to the 
R&R because it’s a warm place where 
they can congregate. It also makes 
sense that some of the problems went 
with them, the lieutenant said. 

He and Lt. Arthur Ricci, evening 
shift supervisor, have discussed their 
concerns with Mr. Pitts. 

“Our concerns are that he runs his 
establishment in a professional man- 
ner,” Lt. Froburg said. “You have to 
project the image that this is'an up and 
up place. He as the proprietor has to 
send that message. He has to make it 
work.” 

That means no alcohol or drugs 
should be allowed on the premises and 
Mr. Pitts needs to have a strict policy 
and do everything in his power to dis- 
courage their use in or around his 
business. Police will make their pres- 
ence known in the coffee house both in 
uniform and in plain clothes. 

There are always some people who 
might arrive in an “altered state,” Ms. 
Pierro said. “But to put the blame on 
the coffee house is wrong. That hap- 
pens everywhere,” she said. 

Mr. Pitts said he doesn’t condone 
drugs, but kids use them. The best he 
can do is try to make sure they don’t 
use them in his establishment. 

“Certainly nobody would condone a 
marijuana den there, but I don’t see 
any evidence of that,” Lt. Froburg said. 
“He seems very concerned with the 
same issues we’re concerned with. 
Hopefully it’s not going to be some- 
thing that turns into a monster, and I 
don’t see that at this time.” 

Parking and traffic in the area have 
also been addressed as some area busi- 
nesses don’t want the patrons of the 
coffee house parking in their drive- 
ways. But the lieutenant doesn’t blame 
Mr, Pitts for the traffic concerns. 

“T do not find him responsible for 
other people’s irresponsible actions 
because of the way they park,” the lieu- 
tenant said. 

He said Mr. Pitts has asked kids not 
to park in other businesses’ lots. There 
is on-street parking by the coffee 
house, as well as municipal parking 
across the railroad tracks in Dundee 
Park. And Mr. Pitts negotiated 34 
spaces in the St. Augustine Church 
parking lot for his clientele. 

Police and fire officials are watching 
that Mr. Pitts not allow R&R to get 
overcrowded, but so far they have not 
found: any violations: Maximum, occu-

pancy at R&R is 100. Once maximum 
occupancy is reached, Mr. Pitts has 
everyone else wait outside until some- 
one else leaves. 

“T think they’re trying to meet all 
the criteria,” Deputy Fire Chief Harold 
Wright said last week. 

Music, cards and butts 

R&R’s single large room is broken 
up by an island bar in the center where 
Mr. Pitts serves refreshments and 
hands out the games. Kids sit at tables 
or around the bar and play cards, talk, 
sip sodas or smoke cigarettes. 

Mr. Pitts allows cigarette smoking, 
but he doesn’t encourage it. “We don’t 
give them the money to buy 
cigarettes,” he said. “It’s not illegal to 
smoke cigarettes if you are under 18, 
it’s illegal to buy them, and we're not 
buying them or selling them.” 

“We don’t condone smoking, but if 
they have them, they smoke them,” 
said Mr. Pitts, a smoker himself. 

R&R isn’t required to have a no- 
smoking section because its capacity is 
under the limit that requires one. The 
limit is 75 seats and his permit is for 72 
seats. He also has a permit for seats 
outside by the tracks, which Mr. Pitts 
will make available when the weather 
permits. 

“Sometimes it gets really irritating,” 
Mike Marcinonis, 15, of William Street, 
said of the smoke. He was sitting with 
schoolmates Matt Perrault, of Andover 
Street; Nicole Brooks, of Cherrywood 
Circle; and Carolyn Vallee, of High 
Street. They all said they'd like a no- 
smoking section, but because it is all 
one room, they said they didn’t think it 
would do much good anyway. 

Lt. Froburg said his own son goes to 
R&R and the lieutenant is concerned 
his son will take up smoking. But he 
isn’t going to blame Mr. Pitts for that 
or try to close him down for it. Kids 
smoke at the’ high school and he 
doesn’t blame the school for it. 

“T take that as a problem that every 
parent has to face with a child,” Lt. 
Froburg said. 

“It’s not like now that we have this 
place to-go, we’re going to start smok- 
ing. I think they’re stupid whoever’s 
saying that,” said Sarah Paskowsky, 
16, of Tilton Lane. 

Just a hangout 

The R&R is obviously filling a void. 

“It’s just a place to hang out. 
Andover doesn’t have any place to 
hang out. This is it,” said Mike Marci- 
nonis. 

He and his friends used to hang out 
at the pool hall across from the movie 
theaters on Route 114 in South 


Lawrence, or at Denny’s, Friendly’s or 
McDonald’s. But the restaurants only 
let kids stay in them while they are eat- 
ing something, then kick them out. 

“This is not as expensive,” he said. 

“It’s kind of like a meeting ground,” 
said Matt. 

Nicole and Carolyn said they used to 
hang out at someone’s house, and that 
neither of their parents mind them 
coming to R&R. 

Adam Heller, 17, of Tewksbury 
Street; and Josh Kelley, 18, of Enmore 
Street; talked and smoked over a game 
of Rummy 500, 

“It’s just some place to go. It’s better 
than just hanging out in the streets,” 
Adam said. 

“You don’t have to order something. 
You can just play cards for as long as 
you want,” Josh said. 

Mr. Pitts kicks out kids who do any- 
thing “stupid,” like drinking, Josh 
said. 

Ms. Pierro said the coffee house has 
brought out a lot of new talent by giv- 
ing high school kids the opportunity tc 
get up and play their music, kids who 
might be embarrassed to play at the 
high school but will get up in front of 
their peers at R&R. 

“Instead of going out and drinking 
beers, they come here and play music,” 
she said. 

Her parents are glad she has a place 
to go on weekends, Ms. Pierro said. 
iven her English teacher came to R&R 
to watch a band on a weekend night a 
couple of weeks ago, she said. 

R&R’s popularity demonstrates that 
kids needed a place to go, Ms. Pierro 
said, That’s why kids were having par- 
ties at their parents’ houses while the 
parents were away and why they were 
hanging out in parking lots. 

“T think it’s great. It would be a 
shame if they closed it down. This 
should have happened a long time 
ago,” Ms. Pierro said. 

If people are afraid it’s overcrowded 
or that it’s a fire hazard, then they 
should open up a larger building up in 
town, she said. 

Mr. Pitts said the kids have money 
to spend. But whether he will be able to 
make a go of the coffee house still 
remains to be seen, he said. And he 
knows that a lot of parents are blaming 
him for their children’s habits and 
activities. But kids needed a place to 
go, “And now they’re condemning me 
because of it,” he said. If he or she 
wasn’t smoking here, “the kid would 
be doing it some place else. I don’t see 
what the problem is. Now they know 
where they are.” '

awarded to Michael Flanagin and his part- 
ner, David Jenkins, was not legal. 

The legality of how the search process 
was conducted and how the contract was 
finally awarded was questioned last month 
by Donal Coleman, of 91 High St. The matter 
was then investigated by the state Depart- 
ment of Education’s inspector general, who 
ruled that the contract was invalid because 
the original request for proposals did not 
include the amount of money the committee 
would pay. Any amount above $10,000 is sub- 
ject to public bid rules and regulations, said 
Dr. McQuillan. 

Mr. Coleman Tuesday night again ques- 
tioned the legality of the latest agreement. 
He described the consulting contract and the 
$9,999 fee as “an unsecured loan.” 

“We have a beautiful auditorium up 
there. Why should we have to put money up 
front to get shows in there?” he asked. 

Dr. McQuillan said the inspector general 
approved the latest search process, which 
involved soliciting quotes on how possible 
promoters would run the facility and how 
much it would cost. Two companies 
answered the request — Flanagin Associates 
and Stage Left Productions, a Haverhill pro- 
motion company owned by Jim Goodwin, 
who used to run the Club Casino at Hampton 
Beach, N.H. 

“Flanagin Associates met the require- 
ments that Goodwin did not,” Dr. McQuillan 
told the committee.

ommended,” he said. 

Even though the plan submitted by Mr. 
Goodwin required no start-up money, Dr. 
McQuillan said it had too many conditions. 
One condition stipulated that after Novem- 
ber the town would enter into a long-term 
agreement with Stage Left Productions to 
run the Collins Center. Another was that the 
school system would pay staging and pro- 
duction costs. 

After the committee unanimously 
approved Flanagin Associates, Mr. Coleman 
asked School Committee Chairwoman Susan 
Jenkins if the committee would wait until 
the state Superior Court ruled on the matter. 
Ms. Jenkins, who routinely used her gavel to 
break off Mr. Coleman’s interruptions, said 
the committee would move forward with its 
decision. And it did. 


Laid-off teachers can have counseling 


Pink slip? Help is at hand

The eight administrators and 43 teachers 
who will receive pink slips next month will 
also receive counseling if they want it. This 
is the first time the public school system’s 
central office has offered this service. 

In order to meet contract requirements, 
the School Committee must notify all per- 
sonnel by April 15 if they are not guaranteed 
a job the following school year. 

Superintendent Mark McQuillan told the 
School Committee Tuesday night that he has 
directed all building principals to notify the 


teachers that they will receive a pink slip in 
the mail and that counseling through the 
school’s guidance department is available. 

According to the budget passed the by 
committee at its last meeting, most depart- 
ments and positions won’t be cut. However, 
the four learning specialists at the elemen- 
tary level have been cut from next year’s 
budget. The learning specialists who have 
tenure can choose to return to classroom 
teaching next fall. 

They will bump non-tenured teachers, 
who most likely will not be hired back.

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Shawsheen parents 
seek free busing

Shawsheen School parents 
want the town to provide free 
busing for their children next 
year. A petition signed by more 
than 225 parents of current and 
potential Shawsheen parents 
was presented to the School 
Committee before its meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The committee discussed 
waving the $210 fee for Shaw- 
sheen students, but no decision 
was made. Currently, only sec- 
ondary and Shawsheen school 
students pay the $210 to ride 
buses to school. Elementary stu- 
dents attending the four neigh- 
borhood schools do not pay for 
busing. 

Committeeman Bill Huston 
said he has a difficult time justi- 
fying waving the fee for Shaw- 
sheen students when the com- 
mittee is considering imple- 
menting fees for instrumental 
music and athletics. 

The committee will discuss 
the Shawsheen fees again at its 
next meeting, Wednesday, April 
7, at 7:30 p.m. in the school 
office building at Whittier 
Court. 

Carol Znamierowski, the 
schools’ transportation direc- 
tor, told the committee that it 
could cost the school system up 
to $37,000 more if free busing 
were provided for Shawsheen 
School students. Currently, 50 
of the 147 Shawsheen students 


pay to ride the bus, she said. 
Shawsheen students share their 
buses with St. Augustine’s 
School students. State law 
requires that a community pay 
to bus its private elementary 
students, too. 

The School Committee hopes 
to alleviate crowding in the four 
elementary schools by attract- 
ing more students to the kinder- 
garten through grade-two pro- 
gram at Shawsheen. Shawsheen 
can house 220 students. The 
committee plans to keep Shaw- 
sheen School open for at least 
the next two to three years until 
additional elementary space 
can be built. 

If free busing is established 
and all 220 students ride buses, 
Ms. Znamierowski said she 
would have to add one after- 
noon route that would cost 
$13,000 and two midday kinder- 
garten routes that would cost 
$16,000. The transportation 
office would also have to make 
up for the $7,500 it received in 
Shawsheen bus fees this year. 

Even if fewer than 220 Shaw- 
sheen students opt to ride bus- 
es, Ms. Znamierowski said she 
would probably still have to add 
the same number of buses. 
Extra buses are needed because 
the current fleet may not be 
able to cover the distance from 
one end of town to the other, 
and get the students to school 
on time, she said.

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Kids deserve 
this place 


Finally, there is a place in town 
where teen-agers want to hang out. 
Ever since R&R Coffee House opened 
about a month ago in the former rail- 
road station on School Street, the 
kids have been there. Check it out 
some weekday afternoon after 
school: Lots of kids are greeting one 
another, talking, playing cards, 
drinking coffee and soda, and smok- 
ing. They’re having a good time. 
They like it there. 

Now some parents and business 
people are complaining about it 
because of smoking, traffic problems 
and possible drug problems. 

We suggest the town should pull 
together in a major way on this one, 
to make sure this coffee house stays 
open. 

Owner Walter Pitts sounds like a 
smart enough person. He won’t take 
responsibility for the kids doing 
drugs if they are, but he won’t allow 
that in his coffee house; he isn’t 
encouraging them to smoke; he is 
cooperating with the police; he is 
asking clientele to park in the proper 
places; and he won’t have more than 
the allowed 100 people in the build- 
ing at one time. 

The police are trying to make the 
coffee house work, too. And the teen- 
agers who like it are smart about it. 
Amy Pierrro, 17, points out that kids 
aren't doing anything at R&R that 
they weren’t doing some place else 
previously. At least now parents 
know where their offspring are. This 
seems much safer than hanging out 
in The Park, for instance, or at some 
of the other sites they usually try. 

Someone said he/she would rather 
his/her child go to the library. For- 
get it. Kids deserve the time, place 
and chance to socialize, too. Maybe 
they will go to the library, too, if giv- 
en the chance first to relax with 
friends. 

It’s difficult for adults to come up 
with the right atmosphere and mix 
where students will feel comfortable 
hanging out. The town should be 
grateful that owner Walter Pitts 

‘ seems to have hit it. 

Let’s work with students and Mr. 
Pitts to make this a fun and safe 
environment for kids. They need and 
deserve it.

By compressing the milk containers 
and metal cans it is easier to store 
them. It also reduces the volume at col- 
lection time. 

Take a few minutes before leaving 
home on the third Saturday of the 
month to group the different items 


together. If you have some plastic of 


which you are unsure (not marked #1 
or #2) put it separately, and ask when 
you get there. 

Hopefully, in the not-too-distant 
future, all the recyclable materials will 
be picked up curbside. But that leaves 
a problem for the candidates for public 
office. Where can they go and still be 
able, in the course of four hours, to 
shake hands with half the town’s vot- 
ing population?

ber of features have 
been added, accord- 
ing to Beth Mazin, 
reference librarian 
and computer sys- 
tem wizard. Anyone 
familiar with the old 
system will have no 
problem using the 
new system, she 
said. 

If you don’t know 
the spelling of a title, 
you only need the 
first four letters to 
get all titles begin- 
ning with those let- 
ters displayed. And a 
patron can find a 
book by author, title 
or subject, just like 
before, but the new 
system also allows 
“Boolean” searches. 

That term may 
scare the phobics, 
but it just means you 
can combine the 
information you 
know to find the spe- 
cific subject you are 
looking for. Boolean 
is an algebra term 
for defining sets 
using “and,” “or” 
and/or “not.” For 
instance, you can 
ask for a list of publi- 
cations on cats and 
dags, cats or dogs, or 
cats not lions. 

And the computer 
can also help you 
find books in all oth- 
er member libraries, 
how many copies 
there are, whether 
they are out and 
when they’re due 
back. Videos, tapes, 
compact disks and 
records are also list- 
ed.

hours later a motorist blew two tires ona 
“large sinkhole” near 40 River Road, accord- 
ing to a police report. The state Department 
of Public works was called about potholes in 
Shawsheen Square Monday afternoon and 
Monday night the police department 
requested a big pothole at the end of its 
driveway on Pearson be filled. 

Most problems are on streets that haven’t 
been paved in 10 years or more, a direct 
result of a lack of road maintenance in 
recent years, according to Mr. McQuade. But 
they are also the result of the weather this 
winter and spring. 

“The amount of snow, and water running 
all the time and then freezing and heaving,” 
Mr. McQuade said. 

Potholes are caused by water getting into 
cracks, freezing and pushing the pavement 
up, he said. 

Only about $5,000 of the roughly $30,000 
budget for patching roads had been used by 
early this week, so money isn’t a problem in 
getting them repaired at this point, accord- 
ing to Mr. McQuade. 

There is “zero” money in next year’s town 
budget for road resurfacing, “but we do have 
Chapter 90 money (state highway funds) that 
we'll be able to do a lot of paving with this 
year,” Mr. McQuade said. 

He will draw up a list in “a couple of 
weeks” of which roads will be paved. 

In the meantime, the highway department 
employees will continue filling the potholes. 

“Every day that we can do it,” Mr.

McQuade said. “It’s just getting them filled 
before they pop again.” 

The town has been using cold-patch mate- 
rials to fill the holes until this week, and “it 
isn’t as good as the hot top.” 

But the two hot-top plants the town uses 
opened this week, and that should make for 
better repairs. 

Requests for potholes to be filled should 
go to town offices or the town highway 
department. Claims for damages to cars 
should be directed to the town manager at 
town offices. Rod Smith, town accountant, 
said the town has approved nine claims 
since September, for cars damaged on town 
roads. Most claims are for damaged tires, 
wheels, hubcaps and occasionally some 
front-end work.

Football rivalry ends

The Andover-North Andover football 
rivalry, rekindled in 1987, was brought to a 
close last week when the Merrimack Valley 
Conference made a major revision in its 
scheduling policy. 

League officials decided to adopt a new 
format where each of the 11 teams would 
play every other school, creating a 10-game 
league slate and eliminating all non-league 
games (which were counted in the league 
standings anyway). 

The change is a mixed blessing for Coach 
Dick Collins’ Golden Warriors, who could 
only fit North Andover into its schedule on 
the Saturday prior to Thanksgiving. 

Andover had dominated the series since it 
was renewed, winning five straight after an 
opening upset loss in 1987 when AHS entered 
the game riding a seven-game win streak 
with a 7-1-0 overall record. 

But, with only four days to prepare for the 
season finale against Central Catholic, 
Andover had done very poorly in recent 
years on Thanksgiving morning. 

The Golden Warriors have not played 
Lowell High the past two years, but under 


the new MVC format Lowell will return to 
the schedule next fall.

larrobino is hot in Florida

Former Andover High three-sport stand- 
out Joe Iarrobino is off to a blistering start 
offensively for the varsity baseball team at 
Rollins College in Winter Park, Fla. 

Through the first 20 games of the season 
Iarrobino, who celebrated his 21st birthday 
last Monday, led the Tars in several major 
hitting categories. 

Joe, a 6-foot, 175-pound sophomore second 
baseman and lefty swinger, had the top bat- 
ting average among the regular players at 
449, 

He also paced the NCAA Division 2 
Rollins squad of the Sunshine State Confer- 
ence in walks (12), slugging percentage (.633) 
and on-base percentage (.565). 

The former AHS football (defensive back), 
basketball (point-guard) and baseball (DH- 
second base) player also sported the best 
strikeout ratio, having fanned only once in 
49 at bats for the Blue and Gold clad Tars. 

Joe played in 17 of the first 20 games, start- 
ing 16 of them and batting anywhere from 
third to sixth in the order. 

He was 22-for-49 with eight runs scored, 12 
RBI, four doubles, one triple, one home run 
and five stolen bases in seven attempts (.714). 

His top individual performance came in 
an 8-6 Rollins victory over Temple Universi- 
ty recently, as Iarrobino went 3-for-4 with 
five RBI and smashed a 390-foot three-run 
homer to right-centerfield. 

Joe also helped key a 4-2 Tars’ triumph 
over the University of Florida at Gainesville 
with an RBI double, two stolen bases and two 
runs scored. 

Against Vanderbilt he hammered a pair of 
doubles. 

As fine a high school career as Jarrobino 
had, it might have been even better had he 
not suffered-an injury to his right shoulder

during the fall of his junior year. 

However, Joe has shown tremendous per- 
severance in battling back through several 
operations and long periods of rehabilitation 
on the shoulder. 

Andover won the first of back-to-back 
State Division 1 baseball championships in 
1991, Joe’s senior year, when he hit .390 with 
34 RBI, 10 doubles, six triples and 20 stolen 
bases for the 25-1 Golden Warriors. 

He delivered the game-winning two-run 
double in the late innings of the come-from- 
behind 3-2 championship game victory over

The five comput- 
ers directly in front 
of the reference desk 
are for periodical 
information. While 
some of these only 
have information on 
where to find a maga- 
zine article on a sub- 
ject, others have the 
complete text of the 
article available for 
viewing right on the 
computer. 

Two of the three 
Infotrac machines 
help find articles in 
magazines. 

“These index 375 
popular periodicals 
frém 1986 to date. 


They're updated 
monthly,” Ms. Mazin 
said of three Infotrac 
computers. 

The third Infotrac 
can also access 1,100 
popular business 
periodicals, from 
1990 to date, and has 
the full text of 100 
periodicals for two 
years. 

“People love this 
machine, It is very 
popular,” she said. 
“It’s really increased 
the use of our period- 
ical section.” 

Patrons are limit- 
ed to 30 minutes on 
that computer. The 
other two periodical 
computers, the Wil- 
son terminals, don’t 
have as many list- 
ings but can do the 
Boolean searches, 
which is very useful 
for reference librari- 
ans. 

But the library 
subscribes to the ser- 
vices for periodical 
listings on a yearly 
basis and the full-text 
listings may be lost 
next year if the bud- 
get doesn’t provide 
more money, accord- 
ing to Ms. Jacobson. 

“The full-text we 
got as a grant for one 
year. Without more 
money for books, 
we're not going to be 
able to afford the sub- 
scriptions next 
year,” she said. 

It costs $7,000 to 
lease the machine 
and get the data base 
for one year. The oth- 
er four periodical 
computers also 
require annual sub- 
scriptions, at about 
$1,100 to $1,500 each, 
to stay up to date. 
Use at home? 

Within a_ short 
time, it is probable 
that residents will be 
able to turn on their 
personal computers 
at home to find if a 
book or periodical at 
the library, accord- 
ing to Evelyn Kuo, 
director of the Merri- 
mack Valley Library 
Consortium and its 
regional center here 
in Andover. 

The library is now 
working on a policy 
to allow patrons at 
home access to the 
library’s computer 
data base. The issue 


is not if it can be 
done, but when and 
whether there should 
be a charge to the 
patron. The users 
will have to pay for 
the telephone calls to 
the computer any- 
way, at about four 
cents a minute, 
according to Ms. 
Kuo, 

Andover'’s Memo- 
rial Hall Library is a 
regional center for 
the MVLC, a group of 
25 northern Mas- 
sachusetts libraries 
that pool their 
resources. 

“The central site 
is here. We started it. 
Evelyn Kuo and I 
started it in 1981,” 
said Ms. Jacobson. 

Ms. Kuo said the 
consortium now has 
230 terminals con- 
necting the 25 full- 
member libraries, 
and 11 dial-up 
libraries including 
Andover High 
School. The roughly 
880,000 patrons it

More 
people will attended without a quorum, 
predicted Mr, Doherty. Without a quo- 
rum there’s less of a chance that meet- 
ings will be held over for subsequent 
nights until a quorum is finally 
reached, which can cost the town at 
least $4,000 per night, he said. 


Voters at the up-coming Town Meet- 
ing will have a chance to do away with 
the quorum, Article 39, if passed, would 
eliminate it.

For in 
this living museum, which records America’s 
earliest days so beautifully, fences are a very 
real design element. 

They are everywhere, neatly outlining 
yards, herbal plots, vegetable gardens... They 
are beautiful backgrounds for tulips and roses, 
keep pets out of flower beds and become part 
of the home’s architecture. So it’s not surpris- 
ing that many visitors leave with visions of an 
orderly fence for their own home and to 
accommodate these visions, the Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation has collaborated 
with Walpole Woodworkers to design fences, 
gates and hardware that are authentic replicas 
of the 18th-century originals. 

Actually, the early colonists didn’t put up 
fences for aesthetic reasons. Although the Vir- 
ginia colony’s capital flourished in the early 
1700s, rapidly becoming a political, social and 
cultural center, conditions were rather rural, 
with livestock roaming freely, threatening 
gardens and domestic work yards, Also, fences 
were important for the delineation of property 
lines. 

So in 1705, the Virginia General Assembly 
passed an act ordaining that “. .. every person 
having any lots of half acres of land, contigu- 
ous to the great street shall in close the said 
lots with a wall, pales, or post and rails, within 
six months after the building, which the law 
requires to be erected thereupon.” 

Today, Walpole Woodworkers, licensee of 
the Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, dupli- 
cates the exact designs and craftsmansnip of 
the 18th century. The company even uses early 
construction methods to produce the horizon- 
tal saw marks and hand-forged nails charac-

teristic of the 18th century. 

In the outskirts of town and in rural areas, : 
rustic fences with the simplest hand-split pales 
and rails surrounded pastures and work 
yards. Walpole duplicates them with the fence 
design named for Anthony Hay, an accom- 
plished 18th-century cabinet and coffin maker. 
The fence is based on a split rail found in a 
ravine during an archeological dig on the 
Anthony Hay property. The wrought nails 
were still in place and showed the spacing of 
the pales. . 

Fences of this type are obviously good 
choices for country properties. 

Other fences are much more formal and 
suitable for suburban and town yards and gar- 
dens. The most popular 18th-century pale pro- 
file is found in the Nelson-Galt fence named 
for General Thomas Nelson, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and Virginia’s 
third governor, and for Dr. Alexander Dickie 
Galt, who purchased the house in 1823. The 
design is based on pales reused as single lath 
found in the house during its restoration. 

The Nelson-Galt fence is symmetrical, sim- 
ple and solid, very much a symbol of the stye 
we've come to associate with Williamsburg. It 
is ideal for any traditional home. 

More intricate fences complement stately 
homes, such as the magnificent brick home of 
George Wythe, another signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and Thomas Jefferson's 
law professor. The Georgian house is flanked 
by a fence with flame-shaped tops. 

Tulip-top pales are found on the Benjamin 
Waller fence, named for the large home of a 
clerk of the Virginia General Court. This 
design was based on a pale reused as shingles

delft tiles, but Jackie Smith, head of 


Craft House Design Studio in Colonial 
Williamsburg, suggests additional 
uses. “Decorative tiles of this type are 
great interspersed with plain field tiles 
on kitchen countertops and back- 
splashes, on bathroom walls and tub 
surrounds,” she notes. “They could 
also be used to frame doors and win- 
dows in country rooms and they would 
be wonderful lining a windowsill that’s 
home to potted plants, I also like deco- 


rative tile on range hoods and, of 


course, it’s a great material for table- 
tops.” 
The history of delft ware began in 


Holland. Widely accepted as the middle 
class got up in the world, the tiles were 
originally influenced by Chinese porce- 
lain; in time, motifs from everyday 
Western life began showing up. 

The Dutch delft ware became so pop- 
ular that eventually England began 
producing it as well. There, in the 
1750s, transfer painting revolutionized 
tile making. With this invention it 
became possible to reproduce the fine 
lines found in etchings and paintings 
so complicated designs, such as por- 
traits of popular actors, flower arrange- 


ments and favorite birds, found their 


way onto English ceramic tiles.

Summitville’s Macaroni series is 
akin to the prints of this period. The 
name “Macaroni” originated among 
young Englishmen traveling through- 
out Europe and who, upon their 
return, affected the manners and cloth- 
ing of those they had admired on their 
journeys. Extremes soon developed, 
including absurd hairstyles and cloth- 
ing. The Macaroni tiles depict 15 of 
these characters in a variety of amus- 
ing activities.

lath and found in the attic of the 
Waller house. 

Walpole also makes the magnifi- 
cent gates of the Governor’s Palace 
available. These double-door struc- 
tures are so graceful that they belie 
their primary function of securing the 
palace grounds. It’s easy to picture 
them in use at the stately brick homes 
now becoming popular in suburban 
areas around the nation. In fact, these 
gates look their best when providing 
entrances through brick privacy 


walls. 

Even the ball and chain hardware 
that automatically closes gates 
throughout Williamsburg’s historic 
area has been reproduced by Walpole. 
The simple but ingenious design 
evolved during the 18th century, and 
20th-century homeowners invariably 
give it a second look as if to say, 
“Where have you been all my life...”

series. There are 12 motifs in each 
series, with such English garden 
favorites as violets. daisies and pinks 
featured in the Bouquet group. The 
Avian Whimsy group captures the 
beauty of pheasants, swallows, gros- 
beaks and more. 

The floral tiles are typical of realis- 
tic and abstract florals widely used to 
decorate English furnishings and 
most especially ceramic tiles, during 
the 18th and 19th centuries, and since 
the early settlers were largely 
English, it was only natural that the 
home fashions of the British Empire 
would find their way to Virginia’s ear- 
ly capital. Birds were equally popular 
to Englishmen at home and in the 
colonies. They were appreciated for 


their beauty and song and were often 
kept as pets during the 18th century. 
As a result, images of birds are popu- 
lar motifs of textiles, engraved silver 
and hand-painted ceramics of the peri- 
od. 

Both tile groups coordinate easily 
with design elements from other eras, 
including the home furnishings of 
today. Ms. Smith said, “These designs 
are Classics and the classics will 
always complement furnishings from 
other periods and countries. They will 
fit anywhere - in an historic house, a 
suburban ranch, a city condo and a 
country home.”
